Acidosis Can Cause 
Serious Trouble If Not 
. Cheeked in Time 


HAVE received several re- 
¢ quests lately asking various 
questions about the condition 
dnown “as-acidosis. It is such a 
a subject and the condition 
enters into s0 
many of the 
diseases o f 
Our systems 
that it seems 
like trying to 
tell some- 


thing about 
all the ills of 
‘our bodies. 


Acidosis is an 
increase in 
the acid con- 
tents of the 
fluids, mus- 
eles, and tis- 
sues of the 
body. Our 
body _ tissues 
are normally slightly acid-.and 
any increase beyond that nor 
nial ‘base constitutes an acidosig, 
of greater or less degree. ALS 
Giseased condition in which we 
have destruction of tissue or an

increase in the circulation of 
fiuiis, such as fever, shock, 
strain, worry, overwork, and so 


forth, causes an increase in our 
acids and a decrease in our al- 
kalies. 
N MANY of our chronic dis- 
eases the great danger to life 
is caused by the increase of 
acids. Thus in diabetes, Bright’s 
disease, rheumatism, typhoid 
fever, cancer, and chronic liver 
and stomach troubles, death very 
frequently occurs from the re- 
sulting acidosis, unless this 
acidosis is properly counteracted. 
In severe burns, surgical opera- 
tions, starvation, lack of water, 
severe prolonged: bleeding or 
serious accidents where much 
tissue is destroyed, blood poison- 
ing, intestinal sluggishness and 
such, acidosis is a serious com- 
plicating condition and adds 
much danger to the original 
trouble. 
ORTUNATELY acidosis can 
be controlled and when con- 
trolled the diseased condition, if 
not necessarily fatal, can be 
aided and often entirely relieved. 
One of our greatest physiologists, 
who has made a prolonged and 
thorough study of acidosis, says 
that any diseased condition can 
be relieved and its progress ar- 
rested -if we will alkalanize the 
blood and keep it neutral or 
close to neutral. Some of our 
prominent physicians do not 
agree with this theory and insist 
that it is not correct. but I find 
that in their own work and writ- 
imgs they almost always use al- 
kalies in large auantities where 
an acidosis condition is present. 


* . * 


EH general symptoms of 
acidosis whieh we eneounter 
every day are not serious. The 
complaints we hear are that the 
patient does not feel well in the 
morning, has some headaches, 
feels shuggish, the brain seems 
lazy and concentration is diffi- 
cult, some of the joints and 
musclés ache, the throat may be 
dry and the mouth parched, kid- 
neys and bowels do not do their 
work well, often the nerves fet 
on edge; the patient becomes ir- 
ritable and disagreeab!c to live 
with. The condition of acidosis 
is controllable. Many = spring 
waters and alkaline powders are 
advertised by patent medicine 
firms as a cure for this condi- 
tion, but any such condition 
should be under the control and 
advice of a physician. as too 
much alkalies or the wrong 
kind of drugs may cause in- 
juries to the stomach and intes- 
tines or cause an alkalosis which 
is sometimes worse 
original trouble. 
. * * 
UCH can be done with the 
proper foods to prevent the 
trouble. The excessive use of 
alcohol and tobacco may pro- 
duce acidosis. Some of the foods 
to avoid are bacon, bread, eggs, 
meat, rice and many of the 
cereals and foods of this char- 
acter should not be used in ex- 
cess. Sueh foeds as beans, bai:- 
anas, cabbage, milk, oranges, 
peas, and potatoes are alkali 
producing. The simplest meth- 
eds of control are the use of 
large quantities of water, inside 
an@ out, general reduction in 
quantity of food intake, and in 
taxing of various quantities of 
soda, calcium, potassium and 
megnecium.

MAKE-UP HINTS 
FOR SUNTANNED

AVE you ever wondered why

Making up the suntanned skin 
to bring out all of its golden 
beauty requires a definite tech- 
nique. In the first place the 
tanned skin needs just the tini- 

est bit of suntan cream or oil 
sad a minimum of rouge — or 
~ hone at all. Tanning usually 
brings out the natural blush of 
the cheeks — but if it doesn't 
blend just the smallest amount 
of paste rouge well up on your 
cheeks and delicately under your 
eyes. Do not use enough rouge 
to make your cheeks look piéhk 
ut just enough to Geepen and 
enliven the brown ot your skin 
in this area. ty 

A very warm brownish-peachy 
toned powder used sparingly is 
best for your skin. Be careful to 
avoid che yellowish shades. And 
since tan seems to flatten out 
some features. the smart thing 
to do is to use quite a lot of vivid 
lipstick for contrast. A clear red 
lipstick is best for your skin— 
one that has little or no orange 
or purple in it. When you wear 
white, neutral or dark tones, use 
a more vivid lipstick and use it 
rather lavishly. For pastel tones, 
however, a softer tone, used 
lightly is best. 


It is a good idea to use the 
darker nail polishes to make 
your brown hands more striking. 
Unless you can match your lip- 
stick in tone almost exactly, then 
use a rich but duller tone for 
your fingertips. You may have 
to mix two or more tones of nail 
polish to get the one that suits 
you best, but this is easily and 
inexpensively done since you can 
get tiny bottles from the five- 
and ten. Remember to avoid the 
tones with too much purple or 
too much orange in them. On the 
beach it is interesting to dress 
the toenails to match. 

Eyes are sometimes dwarfed 
by a tan skin so you can and 
should use eye cosmetics even 
for daytime make-up. If your 
brown is not already dark and 
striking you should darken them 
sufficiently to give a clear, de- 
finite line. se a very small 
amount of blue or green eye- 
shadow enlarge and brighten the 
eyes, and darken your upper and 
lower lashes. You might find it 
advantageous to have the lashes 
dyed (if youl can have the job 
done by an expert), or to use a 
waterproof mascaro. 

And let me remind you to use 
a little skill in choosing your 
costume colors to enhance and 
enrich your summer complexion.~ 
White is the best.foil for a brown 
skin, with blue, especially the 
turquoise shades following close- 
ly. Certain coral tones with lots 
of yellow in them and certain 
yellows are also lovely. But you 
must avoid cold grays, blues, 
clear pinks or browns. They 
dampen the clarity of your love- 
ly golden-brown skin and make 
it appear sallow and leaden. 
After all, why go to the trouble 
to acquire a nice skin unless-You 
are ready to play up to it.

Tasty Dishes for Piday 


SEASON RIPE 
FOR CANNING 


’ By JUDITH WILSON 

URING July many of our 

most popular fruits and ves- 
etables are in their prime and 
since they are so plentiful, they 
are also less expensive now then 
at any other time of the year. It 
is always wise to buy for can- 
hing when the given fruit or 
vegetable is at the height of its 
season since you are sure of get- 
ting a product that ts fresh, solid 
and fine-flavored. 

Pineapple, peaches, strawber- 
ries (if you haven't canned them 
already) and cherries are fruits 
that you should take advantage 
of immediatety if you have not 
done so before this. Tiny green 
tomatoes, green peppers, cucum- 
bers, new cabbage and celery are 
scme of the vegetables that lend 
themselves to delicious pickles 
and relishes to be served with 
next winter’s roast or with the 


summer's cold meat platter. It 
is also wise to take advantace 


of these fruits and vegetabics 
while they last. serving them 
fresh or combined with other 


foods in your daily menus. 
Cherry Jam 

Since cherries lead in fru; 
bargains just now, do convert 
some of them into delightfully 
flavored jams, preserves and jel- 
lies that will make delicious 
tarts. sundaes and caxe fillings 
in addition to adding a luscious 
dessert quality to hot muffins, 
pancakes or biscuits. 

For the jelly, wash, stem and 
crush three pounds of fully ripe 
red cherries. Do not remove the 
pits. Add one-half cup of water, 
bring to a boil, cover and simmer 
for ten minutes. Then place the 
fruit in a jelly cloth or bag and 
squeeze out your juice. Measure 
three cups of the jue into a 
large saucepan and mix with six 
and one-half cups ‘(two and 
three-fourths pounds) of sugar. 
Bring to a boil over the hottest 
fire and at once add one bottle 
of commercial pectin Then 
bring to a ful! rolling boil and 
boil hard for one-half minute. 
Remove from the fire, skin and 
pour quickly. Paraffin the hot 
Jelly at once. This recipe makes 
about nine six-ounce glasses ot 
jelly. 

Cherry Jelly Pancakes 

To make the pancakes in the 
first menu, mix one cup of sifted 
flour, one teaspoon of baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt 
und one teaspoon of sugar to- 
vetner and sift again. Add one- 
half cup of milk to two slightly 
beaten egg yolks and blend, then 
add to the flour mixture. Stir 
until the batter is smooth. Add 
two tadlespoons of melted but- 
ter, another half eup of milk, a 
little at a time and the stiffly 
beaten whites of two eggs. Bake 
on a hot greased griddle. Spread 
with cherry jelly and then roll. 
Sprinkle with powdered sugar 
and serve for breakfast or for a 
luncheon or supper dessert.

The “Cal Coolidge” of 
French Pelitics ... Lady 
Astor’s Daughter to Wed 


CCORDING to tradition, a 
typical Prenchman is one 
vho knows no geogray but is 
much decorated, If this be so, 
then Edouard Ddaledier, Premier 
of-France, who is leader of his 
own dslegation of éXperts to the 
London Eeonemic Conferénce, is 
not a typical Frenchman. Prem- 
je!’ Daladier is a former professor 
of géography and histd&\. he 
knows all about the world with- 
out having traveled and he has 
never been decorated. 

His trip to the Londen confer- 
ence, As a matter of fact. is the 
longest he has éVver made away 
from Paris, Becatise of his quiet- 
ness, Premier Daladier has 
carneé the title of the “Cal Cool- 
idge of French politics,” but in 
comparison with the Frenchman, 
the late Mr, Coolidge was ac- 
tually loquacious. 

Placed in office as a Radical- 
Socialist ‘stop-gap’’ when Prem- 
ier Herriot Was removed because 
he insisted upon paying the De- 
cember 15th debt annuity to the 
United States last year, the new 
premier ‘has proven one of the 
most ablé-men to hold the office 
in post war history. ’ 

Premier Daladier is called a 
good fighter by those who know 
him. He préfers action to words, 
however, and has dedicated his 
life to peace and hard work. His 
political career was thrust upon 
him when he was elected Mayor 
of Carpentras. Then in 1919 he 
was elected to the Chamber of 
Deputies. A great worker, a great 
reader, a great cross-examiner, 
France's new Prémier is never 
content with hearsay or rumor. 

Last February when thousands 
of France's civil service em- 
ployes struck in protest against 
wage cuts, Premier Daladier de- 
fied them by saying that “neither 
the Government or Parliament 
propose to deliberate under 
threats.” 

It is interesting to note that 
Premier Daladier, who is now 49 


vears old. was a student at the 
Ecole Normale Superieure in 
Paris. under the then Professor 


Edouard Herriot, that he came 
into politics under Herriot’s 
prestige and took over the Prem- 
iership as Herriot’s handpicked 
successor. However, he is no 
longer the protege, and relations 
between the former teacher and 
student are strained. 

HE recent anneuncement of 

the engagement of ‘the Hon. 
Phyllis Astor, only daughter of 
Lord and Lady Astor, to Lord 
Willoughby de Eresby, elder son 
of the Earl and Countess of An- 
caster is of international inter- 
est. Lady Astor, the first woman 
member of Parliament, was one 
of the Langhornes of Virginia, 
while the Countess was the for- 
mer Elcise Breese of New York 
City.
